PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 


In  planning  a  Rose  bed,  select,  if  possible,  a  sunny,  naturally 
moist  but  at  the  came  time  well-drained  situation;  if  either  mois¬ 
ture  or  ara inage  is  lacking  naturally,  prepare  for  them  artificially 
A  six  inch  board  set  into  the  ground  around  the  Rose  bed  will  great¬ 
ly  assist  in  keeping  the  water  from  running  off  when  the  Roses  are 
watered  --  admixtures  of  clay  and  humus,  or  peat  moss,  with  the 
planting  soil,  assist  also  in  retaining  moisture.  Sub-drainage  with 
tile  leading  away  to  lower  ground  will  guard  against  excess. 

Prepare  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  eighteen  inches,  removing  sub¬ 
soil  and  filling  in  with  good  top  soil  mixed  with  well  rotted  dairy 
manure  and  bone  meal,  or  other  organic  fertilizers,  and  leaf  mold 
or  other  form  of  humus.  See  that  the  mixture  is  finely  pulverized 
and  thoroughly  mixeo  throughout.

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 


(Continued ) 


Plant  the  Roses  relatively  close  together;  from  eighteen  to 
twenty-four  inches  apart,  depending  upon  the  vigor  of  the  variety. 
Extra  space  must  be  allowed.,  of  course,  where  needed,  for  paths, 
etc,,  to  be  able  to  reach  all  the  plants.  Set  neither  higher  nor 
greatly  lower  than  previously;  about  one-half  inch  deeper  t han  the 
depth  they  grew  in  the  field  is  preferred.  Firm  down  the  soil 
thoroughly  around  the  newly  set  plants,  leaving  a  water  basin 
around  each.  Soak  thoroughly ,  and  water  thoroughly  at  least  three 
times  a  week  thereafter,  until  the  plants  are  well  established,  and 
as  often  as  may  be  required  during  dry  seasons. 

Fertilize  your  Roses  regularly  during  the  Fall,  Winter  and 
Spring  months,  at  least  every  month  or  six  weeks.  Use  some  com¬ 
pletely  balanced  fertilizer  with  organic  base,  containing  all  the 
elements  of  plant  food  (Nitrogen,  Phosphoric  Acid,  and  Potash)  or 
supply  these  separately  through  individual  applications  of  differ¬ 
ent  fertilizers,  containing  these  elements,  such  as  Dairy  manure, 
Bone  Meal  or  hardwood  ashes.
